HELSINKI. Finland — (/Pl — 
Prime 
Minister 
Stalin ’s 
latest 
statement may signal an all-out 
drive by the Communists to pic­ 
ture the Soviet Union as the only 
champion of a unified Germany. 
Stalin said he

tile 
present moment opportune for uni­ 
fication of Germany. He said it 
at a, time the Western powers are 
planning to sign a peace contract 
with West Germany, in belief that 
no final decision 
is possible in 
making peace with Germany as a 
whole. The United States, Britain 
and France have been unable to 
find an approach toward such uni­ 
fication that is acceptable both to 
East and West. The Soviet Union, 
for one thing, has refused to do 
business with a United 
Nations 
commission designated to find out 
if all-Germ an elections 
can 
be 
held fairly and honestly. 
But the unity theme 
has 
a 


great appeal to Germans, includ­ 
ing many in the areas occupied by 
the three Western powers. Thus 
the Stalin statement, coming on 
top of Soviet approval of the idea 
of rearming a unified Germany, 
may serve as the starting point for 
a concerted attack on the govern­ 
ment of Chancellor Konrad Ade­ 
nauer.

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Editorials— 
Legislature May 
Of Strictly Local

O 
NE of the legislative bills signed into 
law by Governor Williams this week 
is particularly noteworthy because it sig­ 
nifies at least one evidence of the state re­ 
linquishing authority over a strictly local 
problem. 
We are referring to the new law which 
makes it discretionary, rather than man­ 
datory, for probate judges to meet in an­ 
nual session and repeals the law that re­ 
quired counties to pay the convention ex­ 
penses of probate judges. 
Certainly there should be no state law 
requiring probate judges to attend annual 
conventions and no state law requiring 
counties to pay the expenses for conven­ 
tion attendance. This is a problem of the 
probate judges and the counties. 
For some reason the state legislator in 


Basic Wage Formula 
Needed To End Cycle 
epHE raging controversy over the impact 
of a proposed steel wage boost on the 
general price level ought not to be regard­ 
ed as just another passing phase in the con­ 
tinual conflict involving labor, 
manage­ 
ment and government. It has serious long- 
range import. 
On the surface, the elements of the dis­ 
pute are these: the 
Wage 
Stabilization 
Board has recommended that steel workers 
get pay hikes amounting to l l Vt cents an 
hour. spread over 18 months in three in­ 
stallments. 
The steel companies declare 
they cannot accept this proposal 
unless 
they are allowed a price increase estimated 
it $12 a ton of steel. 
Major wage disputes are commonplace 
today. The public, confident always that 
each new one will be compromised in some 
fashion as was the last previous one, per­ 
haps does not appreciate the 
underlying 
dilemmas these controversies pose. 
The first 
great puzzle is the matter of 
where the truth lies. The unions present a 
set of claims regarding economic 
condi­ 
tions, the needs of their workers, and the 
companies’ ability to meet those needs. 
In reply, the companies offer their own 
version of conditions and their ability to 
pay. Almost inevitably, the argument re­ 
volves about the nature and meaning and 
size of company profits. 
The dispute may be settled by negotia­ 
tion, but the puzzle remains. The reason is 
no agreed standards exist for determining 
what are legitimate and necessary profits. 
If profits are indeed a vital part of the 
working of the free enterprise system, then 
the proper size of those earnings cannot be 
wholly a matter of opinion. It must be sub­ 
ject to some kind of objective determina­ 
tion. 
The unions and management are con­ 
stantly in disagreement on the question of 
profits—and hence of the company’s ability 
to pay. 
But worse than this, the govern­ 
ment, taking the role of mediator and com­ 
promiser so often today, never tackles the 
fundamental. 
It deals with each case ac­ 
cording to fluid rules which offer little or 
b o guide to the future. 
The second dilemma is where to stop a 
succession of rounds of 
wage 
increases 
matched by price increases. Since the one 
begets the other, how do you check the as­ 
cending spiral except by arbitrary limiting 
action? 
Every time another round is completed, 
it demonstrates a bankruptcy of economic 
statesmanship. Who has gained if the price 
increases roughly balance the wage boost 
and the move embraces all major fields? 
No one. And all those people on fixed in­ 
comes have slipped another notch farthei 
down the living scale. 
The round - robin thus resorted to is 
senseless, it simply reflects the dominant 
tendency 
of 
men in modern society to 
yield to pressures. Never' have those pres­ 
sures been more powerful, and never have 
1hey produced such fantastically 
absurd 
results. We are now debating about round 
six. Shall we thereafter have rounds seven, 
and eight, and nine? 
Where is this game 
supposed to end? 
We need a wage formula founded on in­ 
creases in effort, in productivity—in real 
wealth. With that we might get down to 
economic reality and away from the never- 
never land we’ve been traversing since the 
dose ol World War ll. 


Yield Control 
Problems 


Michigan, at least, has regularly assumed 
authority over a number of local problems. 
The law affecting probate judges was only 
one such act of state interference. 
Perhaps probate judges should attend an 
annual convention and perhaps the coun­ 
ties should pay such expenses. However, if 
the need exists and if it is important to the 
counties, the county boards will authorize 
such expenditures on their own volition. 
That is as it should be. 
We do not believe Michigan legislators 
would be very happy if the U. S. Congress 
would enact a law 
requiring 
individual 
states to pay the expenses of any of their 
state officials to attend national 
conven­ 
tions. 
The state legislators would scream 
about federal usurpation of home rule— 
and, of course, they should in such circum­ 
stances. 
Why, then, do state legislators 
adopt silly laws in which they usurp the 
rights of lower governmental legislators? 
We are happy to note that perhaps a new 
trend has developed. At least, the action of 
the Michigan Legislature in repealing the 
laws involving probate judges and state 
conventions would indicate that this is 
true.

One of these is that if a resolution were 
submitted to the Senate “asking for the 
approval of the use of our armed forces al­ 
ready sent to Korea and full support of 
them I would vote for it.” The other state­ 
ment was that the war in Korea is “use­ 
less and unnecessary.” 
The statements in reality are consistent. 
The trouble is that in a campaign during 
which a thousand speeches are made each 
must necessarily be limited in words and 
time.

there are some differences in appearance 
and behavior of the different kinds of tape­ 
worms. 
EGGS GET IN FOOD 
Most infestations of human beings come 
from swallowing the eggs cl a tapeworm in 
loud. When the kind of tapeworm is identi­ 
fied by examination of the segments or 
eggs found in the feces, appropriate treat­ 
ment can be begun. This consists ol drugs 
which are called “anthelmintics,” 
There j 
are many of these, some ol which have j 
been used for centuries. 
The choice of the proper drug to use is , 
difficult and the first treatment is not a1- j 
ways successful. Fortunately, the success of 
the treatment can be checked by finding 
the head of the parasite. Cure is not com­ 
plete until the head has been 
separated 
from the intestinal wall to which it if a t­ 
tached and eliminated. 


Merry-Go-Round

oldest President ever to take the oath of 
oflice; 3. The advice of party leaders, in­ 
cluding Speaker Sam Rayburn and Chiel 
Justice Fred Vinson; 
4. The embarrassing 
setback given him by Senator Kefauver in 
New Hampshire; and finally, the prospect 
that he would have to run against his old 
friend, General Eisenhower. 
For a long time the President has indi­ 
cated to members of his family and to his 
closer friends that he did not want to run. 
More recently he intimated to one close in­ 
timate that the barrage of criticism was 
getting on his nerves and he wanted to gel 
out. 
“There 
are 
too many b 
$ kl this 
business,” he said. 
Probably 
only 
three 
or 
four of his 
friends really knew how he felt, 
one of 
them being the chief justice, 
whom the 
President had urged to be the Democratic 
nominee himself. 
At 
one 
time, approximately nine to 
twelve months ago, it was Mr. Truman’s 
plan to appoint the chief justice to a key 
post in the Administration such as secre­ 
tary of state or defense mobilizer in order 
to give him a springboard to the presiden­ 
cy. This was to get around the fact that the 
chief justice has held a vigorous view that 
the court should not be a springboard in­ 
to politics and that no man should 
step 
from the court into an active candidacy for 
any office, even the presidency. 
This plan was sidetracked in part by 
Senator McCarthy of Wisconsin, 
though 
McCarthy to this day probably doesn’t re­ 
alize it. However, the constant barrage of 
criticism fired at Dean Acheson made it 
imperative in the mind of Mr. Truman, 
whose loyalty to his friends is legion, that 
Acheson be continued at the helm of the 
State Department. 
Later, as time passed, the chief justice 
felt it was too late for him to step into an­ 
other office as a springboard to the presi­ 
dency. Not enough months remained be­ 
fore the campaign. 
TAFT TEMPTED TRUMAN 
It 
was 
at 
this 
point—approximately 
around December and January—that Pres­ 
ident 
Truman 
seriously 
reconsidered 
changing his mind about running. This pe­ 
riod coincided with Senator Taft’s reputed 
gains of delegates and when the Elsenhow­ 
er backers were discouraged. At that time, 
it looked as if Taft would be the Repub­ 
lican nominee, 
and nothing has titillated 
Truman’s political nostrils more than the 
idea of defeating his old critic and enemy, 
Bob Taft. 
This itching on the President’s part to 
take on Senator Taft was what 
caused 
some of his most revered political friends, 
including Speaker Rayburn and the chief 
justice, to urge him not to run. The chief 
justice and Speaker Rayburn discussed the 
matter privately and later the chief justice 
was selected as the man to present their 
joint view to the President. 
This view was that Harry Truman would 
go down in history as a great president, if 
for nothing else, because of his courageous 
foreign policy. Historians, the chief justice 
is understood to have told the President, 
would overlook the petty political bicker- 
ing and the corruption issue 
and 
would ' 
focus attention upon Truman's courage in 
saving Greece and Turkey from Commu­ 
nism, in putting across the Marshall Plan 
and in conceiving the North Atlantic Pact 
for the detense of 
Western 
Europe. 
It 
would also give him credit for his courage­ 
ous stand on civil rights. 
But if he ran again, Trurhan’s friends be­ 
lieved, 
the Democratic party would be 
torn asunder, first over the civil rights is­ 
sue, also in part over foreign policy. 
The campaign would give the Republi­ 
cans a chance to attack that foreign policy 
as was not done in the 
1948 
compaign 
when Senator Vandenberg was alive. Thus, 
it was pointed out, Truman’s great mile­ 
stones against Communism might be plow­ 
ed under. 
This 
advice 
by 
Democrats of great 
standing in the party is reported to have 
offset the importuning of the palace guard 
that the President should run again. A few 
weeks thereafter came Eisenhower’s show 
ot stiength in New Hampshire and the vic­ 
tory of Senator Kefauver which clinched 
Mr. Truman's decision. 
Of all 
these deterrent factors, perhaps 
the most important was the 
probability 
that Mr. Truman would have to run against 
Eisenhower. 
Friends of the President who sat with 
him on ihe “back porch” of the 
White 
House in June 1948 recalled how worried 
he was over the prospect that Eisenhower 
would consent to have his name entered in 
the Democratic convention 
in 
Chicago. 
Truman made no secret of his belief that 
Ike could take the Democratic convention 
by storm, and he stewed mentally 
over 
some means of taking Eisenhower out of 
‘.he race.

Moscow’s Economic Conference Is 
Seen As Lure To Trade With West

BERLIN —(NEA)— West Ger­ 
mans, with wistful eyes on the 
vast trading opportunities in the 
East, attach considerable signifi­ 
cance to the Economic Conference 
scheduled to open in Moscow on 
April 3. 
Ruhr industrialists and 
busi­ 
nessmen view the gathering in the 
Soviet capital as an attempt to 
“re-establish normal trade rela­ 
tions between the East and West.” 
But according to Soviet experts 
in Berlin — long a center of il­ 
legal East-West trading—the Eco­ 
nomic 
Conference 
is 
Moscow’s 
current Number One psychologi­ 
cal weapon in the hot-cold war. 
“The conference bids we’l to 
eclipse the Kremlin's global peace 
campaign launched by the Stock­ 
holm Appeal to outlaw the atom 
bomb.” 
West 
Berlin’s 
Mayor 
Ernst Reuter told NEA Service. 
U. S. and Allied officials, work­ 
ing to ping major leaks of stra­ 
tegic 
materials 
from 
Western 
Europe and Germany into Iron 
Curtain countries, see the Rus­ 
sians aiming at: 
1. Circumventing Western, es­ 
pecially 
U. 
S.. 
restrictions 
on 
East-West trade in strategic war 
goods. 
2. Enlisting 
businessmen, 
in­ 
dustrial leaders, bankers, econo­ 
mists and merchants from the 
West in the violent Soviet anti- 
U. S. campaign. 
3. Splitting the NATO powers 
by exploiting the economic diffi­ 
culties of some western industrial 
groups. 
In the U. S.. South America, 
Western Europe. India, Japan and 
the Middle East, 
the 
Kremlin’s 
“Initiating Committees” are pre­ 
paring the ground for the Moscow 
conference. 
Originally, it was to have been 
an extension of the Cominform’s 
World Peace Council, but this 
sponsorship was dropped to avoid 
intimidating 
non - Communists. 
New sponsor is an “International 
Initiating, Committer” headed by 
Professor Oscar Lange, a former 
American citizen and ex-Polish 
Ambassador to the U. S. 
“Having 
failed 
miserably 
to 
unite the workers of the world, 
the Russians now seek to form a 
popular front 
of* capitalists,’’ 
a 
prominent western statesman told 
this correspondent. 
The Russians need economic aid 
from the “capitalist” countries to 
supply the Communist armies in 
Korea, Indo-China and Burma and 
to keep up the 
intensive 
arma­ 
ment of the satellites. 
The restrictions the U. S 
im­ 
posed on trade in strategic goods 
with the Iron Curtain countries 
has already seriously affected the 
Soviet war industry.

Stephen Foster Sang Of 
Home. Yet Died Homeless 


WASHINGTON, D. C.—Stephen 
Foster composer of “My Old Ken­ 
tucky Home” and “Old Folks at 
Home” (“Way Down 
Upon 
de 
Swanee Ribber”) 
lived a short 
life marked by contrasts. 
Foster won fame for his songs 
of the South, although he was a 
Northerner. 
He made Florida’s 
Suwannee River famous although 
he never saw it. 
His melodies 
speak with tenderness of family 
and home, yet he died homeless 
and forsaken in a New York hos­ 
pital charity ward on January 13, 
1864. 
July 4, 1826 was an appropriate 
birthday for the creator of out­ 
standing 
American 
folk 
tongs. 
Stephen Collins Foster was born 
in 
Lawrenceville, 
Pennsylvania, 
now part of Pittsburgh, on that 
50th anniversary of the Declara­ 
tion of Independence. On the same 
day. both ^ h n Adams and Thom­ 
as Je ffe rs^ , the nation’s second 
and third presidents, died. 
First Song at 14 
As a youngster, Foster loved 
; nothing better than to visit the 
(bustling 
Pittsburgh 
waterfront. 
'Toiling slaves and wealthy south- 
! em travelers gave him his first 
! picture of Dixie life. 
Occasion­ 
ally the boy persuaded his nurse 
to take him to a Negro church 
where he heard the haunting type 
j of music he was later to immor- 
I talize. 


Young Foster mastered his three 
R's at academies in Pennsylvania. 
At one. Athens Academy, he com­ 
posed his first song when only 
14 years old. 
It was “The Tioga 
Waltz” for flutes. 
Formal educa­ 
tion 
proved irksome. 
The lad 
preferred to ramble in the Wbods 
and make up tunes, or to put on 
minstrel shows with other boys. 
Musical careers were then un­ 
fashionable and Foster’s practical 
father forbade him to study the 
art. 
Stephen taught himself the 
rudiments. 
Occasionally he went 
for help to a 
musician 
friend, 
Henry Kleber. 
In 1846 Foster’s father sent his 
son to Cincinnati to learn book­ 
keeping from an elder brother. 
Stephen paid little attention to his 
ledgers. 
He wandered along the 
waterfront which reminded him 
of home. Southern planters, river- 
men, and Negro roustabouts again 
stirred him. 
In 1852 the composer went to 
New Orleans to see the South of 
his songs. On his way he stopped 
at Bardstown in central Kentucky 
to visit a cousin, Colonel Rowan, 
at Federal Hill. 
Here he com­ 
posed his deathless ballad, “My 
Old Kentucky Home,” now Ken­ 
tucky’s state song.

"Marquette and Escanaba have often 
been in rivalry—eometimee lo the bene­ 
fit of neither," he added. 
And he then explained that Escanaba 
people, as well as those from Marquette, 
should be interested in a conference to be 
held at NMCE May 22-24, inclusive — “a 
conference to promote unity and affective 
leadership." 
His brief plea against senseless rivalry 
ended with an invitation to Escanabans to 
enroll for the conference at Marquette.

FOR A LONG TIME—We agree in part 
with Dr. Allen that inter-city rivalry can 
result in a deadly condition of no pro- 
groat. 
Even a brief perusal of early-day news­ 
paper files in either Marquette or Esca­ 
naba will reveal that rivalry between the 
two cities has been long and sometimes 
bitter. 
Newspaper editors In the period from 
1880-1900 considered no 
weekly 
Issue 
complete without a scathing denuncia­ 
tion of the rival community, 
its news­ 
paper, and the newspaper editor. 
Sometimes these wordy jousts resulted 
in real enmity; more often than not it was 
mere window dressing without 
personal 
animosity. 
The 
newspaper rivalry was open and 
aboveboard; but the political and economic 
rivalries were often carried 
on 
behind 
closed doors.

IT IS WORTHWHILE—Much of the old 
rivalry has been broken down with"the de­ 
velopment of better 
transportation 
and 
communication. 
There is a greater feeling of unity among 
the people of the Upper Peninsula 
now 
than in an earlier day. It is a regional co-* 
hesion minimizing inter-city feuds. 
Dr. Alien's conference is worthwhile 
and deserves the attention of citizens of 
Escanaba and the whole U. P. region. 
Topics to be discussed include “Labor 
and Management in Contemporary Amer­ 
ica.” with CIO union and industrial lead­ 
ers participating; 
“Public Finance,” with 
discussion by bankers and university and 
college economists; 
“Public and Private 
Morality,” "American Foreign Policy,” and 
“Political Leaders and Issues,”

What In The World?

ISTANBUL, Turkey — B e f o r e 
World W ar II split the East and 
W est wide open, most of the Bal­ 
kan countries were visited a great 
deal by Americans. Now only two. 
G reece and Turkey, are still allied 
with the West. The rest are behind 
the iron curtain. 
And because 
G reece and Turkey are so far 
from Europe, few Am ericans are 
seen in these fascinating little na­ 
tions these days. 
Yet both are 
’’going w estern” in a big way. Old 
traditions, which form erly m ain­ 
tained a strong link with the east, 
are being abandoned and before 
long only the ruins of an ancient 
culture will rem ain to remind us 
of centuries of eastern influence. 
This is particularly true of Tur­ 
key, 
which 
has 
m ade 
greater 
strides toward w estern ways dur­ 
ing the last 30 years than any oth- 1 
er nation on this side of the globe, j 
Under Kernel A taturk, who headed 
the republic for a quarter of a 
century, veils, which all but cov­ 
ered the faces of the women, were I 
outlawed, as were the fezzes for­ 
m erly worn by the men. 
I am told 
that these two acts alone did more j 
to modernize Turkey than all the j 
others—and 
there 
were 
many— j 
m ade effective during the tenure 
of the revered Ataturk. 
Outlawing 
of the fez made Turkey fiercely na­ 
tionalistic because old ties with tho I 
E ast were severed. 
Outlawing of 
the veil gave Turkish women a 
new sense of independence and to­ 


day they are for the first time 
equals 
with 
men 
in 
education, 
business and most social customs. 
After the darkness of Yugoslavia, 
both Greece and Turkey have been 
extremely welcome sights to those 
of us on this editors’ tour. 
Here 
in Istanbul, for instance, there are 
10.000 taxicabs honking their way j 
through busy downtown traffic.

The 
massive dome, uniquely designed 
without heavy supports, stands a1 
a height of 184 feet and we

of St. P eter’s in Rome.

built, some ol the most priceless 
mosaics dating from the fourth to

LARDERELLO, Italy — G rum ­ 
bling and the 
stench of rotten 
eggs announce Italy’s “Valley of 
Hell,’1 w here volcanic power has 
been harnessed and put to work. 
As you come over a last ridge 
in the beautiful Tuscan hills near 
Pisa 
the 
Valley 
of Larderello 
suddenly 
is 
below you —a fan­ 
tastic, m onstrous tentacled 
mass 
of m etal pipes and weirdly shap­ 
ed, bloated 200-foot-high chim ­ 
neys. 
Steam Clouds Valley 
Hundreds of puffs and jets of 
steam issue from the 
brick and 
m etal 
giant 
and 
merge 
into a 
cloud that hangs over chimneys 
and derricks. As you near them 
'‘the rotten egg smell gets strong- 
ei and the grum bling becomes a 
roar. 
This is Larderello, w here 
ap­ 
parently lim itless volcanic power 
has been harnessed to help tu rn 
the industrial wheels of fuel-poor 
Italy. 
Smashed by retreating Germ an 
forces in the final days of W orld 
W ar II the tangled mass of brick 
and m etal tubes was fully restored 
by the Italians in two years w ith 
the help of European 
Recovery 
program 
loans. 
It now 
yields 
thousands of tons 
of chemicals 
and electric pow er 
for Italian 
railroads and industries. 
Sits On Volcano 
Larderello is a valley that sits 
uneasily on top of a volcano that 
apparently 
has 
never 
blasted 
through the earth ’s 
outer 
crust. 
Some day it m ay do that. A t L ar­ 
derello its 
boiling power comes 
so 
close 
to the earth’s 
surface 
’that it can be reached by drilling. 
An ERP 
loan of $850,000 in 
November, 
1959, 
was 
used to 
purchase 
four complete 
rotary 
drilling units 
that 
bored 
to a 
depth of 2,000 m eters—more than 
a mile down into the molten mass 
of fire and steam . 
W ith these 
units, 
Larderello’s 
production of boric 
acid, am m o­ 
nia and other chemicals rose from 
5,220 tons in 1948 to 6,840 tons 
last year. 
M ore 
im portant, elec­ 
tric power production 
increased

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‘Valley Of Hell’ In Italy Is 
Harnessed For Industrial Power

LARDERELLO, Italy — G rum ­ 
bling and the 
stench of rotten 
eggs announce Italy's “Valley of 
Hell,’1 w here volcanic power has 
been harnessed and put to work. 
As you come over a last ridge 
in the beautiful Tuscan hills near 
Pisa 
the 
Valley 
of Larderello 
suddenly 
is 
below you —a fan­ 
tastic, m onstrous tentacled 
mass 
of m etal pipes and w eirdly shap­ 
ed, bloated 200-foot-high chim ­ 
neys. 
Steam Clouds Valley 
H undreds of puffs and jets of 
steam issue from the 
brick and 
m etal 
giant 
and 
merge 
into a 
cloud th at hangs over chimneys 
and derricks. As you near them 
''the rotten egg smell gets strong- 
ei and the grum bling becomes a 
roar. 
This is Larderello, where 
ap­ 
parently lim itless volcanic power 
has been harnessed to help turn 
the industrial wheels of fuel-poor 
Italy. 
Smashed by retreating Germ an 
forces in the final days of World 
W ar II the tangled mass of brick 
and m etal tubes was fully restored 
by the Italians in two years with 
the help of European 
Recovery 
program 
loans. 
It now 
yields 
thousands of tons 
of chemicals 
and electric power 
for Italian 
railroads and industries. 
Sits On Volcano 
Larderello is a valley that sits 
uneasily on top of a volcano that 
apparently 
has 
never 
blasted 
through the earth’s 
outer 
crust. 
Some day it may do that. A t L ar­ 
derello its 
boiling power comes 
so 
close 
to the earth ’s 
surface 
'that it can be reached by drilling. 
An ERP 
loan 
of $850,000 in 
November, 
1959, 
was 
used to 
purchase 
four complete 
rotary 
drilling units 
that 
bored 
to a 
depth of 2,000 m eters—more than 
a m ile down into the molten mass 
of fire and steam. 
W ith these 
units, Larderello’s 
production of boric 
acid, amm o­ 
nia and other chemicals rose from 
5,220 tons in 1948 to 6,840 tons 
last year. 
More im portant, elec­ 
tric power production 
increased 
from 800 million to 1,800 million 
kilow att hours. 
Production Expanded 
A nother loan 
of $850,000 from 1 
the Ex p o rt-Im port Bank provided 
tor three m ore rotary drilling un­ 
its which will 
further 
increase 
the valley’s production. 
L arderello’s power plants are 
about half the size 
of a 
city 
block. 
Inside them are .row s OI 
giant turbine generators. Steam is 
conducted to the bloated chimney 
structures w here it is cooled and 
from them 
goes 
to plants where 
chemicals are extracted. 
Outside the plants are 
trans­ 
form ers 
that 
generate 
electric 
power and then 
send it through 
the power lines 
that stalk like 
giants from the valley and over 
the Italian hills. Derricks dot the 
valley, giving it a slight resem ­ 
blance of an Am erican oil livid. 
First Use by Frenchman 
The first efforts to use it was 
m ade 
by a 
French nobleman in 
1815. A little later he 
collected 
some of the

valley’s 
boric acid for commercial use. 
Experim ents 
to 
utilize 
its 
natural steam power 
began 
80 
years later. 
But 
the 
first 
big 
steam well

Italian State Railways.

It absorbed shock, 
stored energy and then aided 
in 
lifting the foot for the next step.
